year of the present era of unparalleled 
prosperity in the United States. For most of them 
it has undoubtedly been a year of great business ac- 
complishment and we believe, the stove trade faces the 
future with every confidence not only in the outlook 
for the coming year, but in the constant, steady 
growth of the demand for its products, to be caused 
by constant and steady increase in the population of 
the country and in the number of American homes. 

There are not wanting those who believe that 
within the next 25 years the population of the United 
States is to be almost doubled and who shail say that 
such prophets are merely optimistic souls? The cold- 
blooded statistics prepared by the government at 
Washington prove the most marvelous increase in 
population that the world has ever seen, and all pres- 
ent indications are that the increase is to continue 
unabated if not in greater measure. The stove busi- 
ness as much as any other keeps pace with the growth 
of population and the present outlook in the trade 
seems unclouded. 

The co-operation among stove manufacturers 
which is represented by the National Association of 
Stove Manufacturers is conducive to the best inter- 
ests of the trade and we trust it may long continue. 
We congratulate the association upon the substantial 
and steady growth it» has had in the past under the 
careful tutelage of able, loyal and energetic officers 
and we wish for the association continued prosperity 
and usefulness and for the forthcoming annual meet- 
ings the fullest possible measure of success. 








In this issue of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN we pre- 
sent to our readers the views of some of the leading 
manufacturers of lightning rods on the

Side Line. “UStry, the outlook for the season of 
1907, and the desirability of lightning 
rods as a side line for the hardware retailer. There 
is some difference of opinion upon the latter point, 
but nearly all of the manufacturers heard from re- 
gard the hardware store as a legitimate market-place 
for lightning rods, while one prominent manufacturer 
goes so far as to say that he regards the lightning 
rod business as the very best side line which the 
hardware dealer can handle. 
A complete change has come over the lightning rod 
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business since the days of the peripatetic swindler 
who made the phrase “lightning rod agent” synony- 
mous with liar and cheat. To-day the business is in 
the hands of reputable manufacturers who see to it 
that only respectable and trustworthy representatives 
do business in their name, and there is growing con- 
fidence in the character of the lightning conductors 
now offered to the public and in the men who sell 
them. This is a changed condition upon which the 
lightning rod trade is to be congratulated and we be- 
speak for our presentation of the manufacturers’ 
views the most careful consideration by hardware 
men. 








One of the most significant facts that have been 
recently brought out in connection with our export 
trade is contained in the official state- 


ieee ment by the Bureau of Statistics of the 
a : 
Decade, Department of Commerce and Labor 


that the exports of manufactures from 
the United States, now exceeding 700 million dollars 
per annum, have doubled in value in a single decade. 

Not only has the exportation of manufactures 
doubled in a decade, but the share which products of 
the factory form of the total exports is steadily in- 
creasing. In 1880 manufactures formed but 15 per 
cent of the total exports of domestic products; in 1890 
they formed 21 per cent, in 1900, 35 per cent, and in 
1906, 40 per cent. 

The increase in the production of manufactures in 
the United States, far in excess of home requirements, 
has forced our manufacturers to seek markets in 
other parts of the world for their surplus product. The 
result has been a rapid increase in the exportation of 
manufactures. The total value of manufactures ex- 
ported from the United States has grown from less 
than 8 million dollars in 1820 to 23 million dollars in 
1850, 481% millions in 1860, 70 millions in 1870, 122 
millions in 1880, 179 millions in 1890, and 485 millions 
in 1900, since which time the annual total has not 
fallen below the 400-million-dollar line, while in the 
calendar year 1906 the total exceeded 700 million dol- 
lars. In the fiscal year 1906, the latest period for 
which detailed figures of the exports by countries are 
available, the exports of manufactures were valued 
at 686 million dollars, of which 318 millions’ worth 
went to Europe, 182 millions to North America, 64% 
millions to South America, and 7834 millions to Asia, 
while the remainder was divided between Oceania and 
Africa. 

That this growth has been especially marked in re- 
cent years is shown by the fact that the actual increase 
by decades in exports of manufactures has been as fol- 
lows: During the decade ending with 1830, 1.8 mil- 
lions ; 1840, 5.8 millions ; 1850, 7.8 millions ; 1860, 25.2 
millions ; 1870, 21.6 millions ; 1880, 51.8 millions ; 1890, 
57-2 millions ; 1900, 305.9 millions ; and during the six 
years ending with 1906, 201.5 millions. Thus the 
growth of exports of manufactures in the sixteen years 
following 1890 was practically three times as great as 
that of the entire seventy years preceding that year. 

These statistics of an official and reliable character 
should not only cause the breast of the American citi- 
zen to swell with patriotic pride, but they should serve: 
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as a straight tip to the American manufacturer that 
the eyes of the consuming world are upon him. Hi; 
opportunities are simply immense. 








Letters of inquiry which reach THe AMERICAN 
ARTISAN indicate that there is more or less lack oi 
knowledge on the part of many busines; 
men as to the nature of what is wel 
known to the press as the Bureau o: 
Manufactures. We have received some 
communications asking for the address of the Bureau, 
and others which indicate an impression on the part 
of the writers that the Bureau is maintained by some 
association of manufacturers. 

This lack of knowledge is undoubtedly due to the 
fact that the activities of the Bureau of Manufac- 
tures, which is a bureau of the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor, at Washington, are of comparative- 
ly recent date. The Department of Commerce and 
Labor itself is, of course, of recent creation. It is 
one of the brightest stars in the crown of recent gov- 
ernmental achievement in thé United States, and cor- 
responds in some degree with the British govern- 
ment department known as the Board of Trade, at 
the head of which is a cabinet officer, like the Secre- 
tary of Commerce and Labor in this country. 

The commercial reports of our consuls in foreign 
countries are received and handled by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor and the Bureau of 
Manufactures issues a very useful and creditable pub- 
lication every working day in the year under- the title 
“Daily Consular and Trade Reports,” which is freely 
circulated among the newspaper and trade press and 
has proved a very valuable adjunct to editorial means 
of information as to foreign trade opportunities and 
the handling of commercial problems abroad. 

Manufacturers can secure many valuable tips from 
the Bureau of Manufactures, which is ready at all 
times to afford information upon the subjects that 
come within its province. Commercial inquiries from 
abroad are systematically filed by the Bureau and are 
published from time to time under their file number 
in‘ the Daily Reports. The Bureau is doing a great 
and important work for American commerce and 
manufacturers are invited to remember that it repre- 
sents Uncle Sam’s helping hand freely extended to 
them—and that its address is Washington, D. C.

RANDOM NOTEBSAND SK ETCHES.

Our mutual friend, W. P. Bogardus, came up from 
Mount Vernon, Ohio, to Chicago the other day look- 
ing care-free and comfortable. Having shed the re- 
sponsibilities attaching to the presidency of the Na- 
tional Retail Hardware Association he feels himself 
at liberty to carry out his motto, which is that of the 
old lady who, on being asked to pray for what she 
wanted most in life, said with deep sincerity: “O 
Lord, let us be comfortable.” 

Mr.. Bogardus is a confirmed officeholder in his 
home town, though he doesn’t look the part and no- 
body would accuse him of it. For twenty years he 
has enjoyed the confidence of his fellow citizens, who 
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simply insist on electing him to office in spite of his 
desire to lead a comfortable life. Mr. Bogardus re- 
fuses to work for a nomination or to hustle for votes 
when nominated, but does not shirk public duty when 
he is called to it, regarding it simply ‘as good citizen- 
ship to perform the duties of a public office when he 
is elected to it. At present Mr. Bogardus is the pres- 
ident of the school board of Mount Vernon, and he is 
a strong advocate of the extension of educational fa- 
cilities for the young and of the principle of manual 
training. His town is building something like $50,000 
worth of schools this year and though you would 
never believe it, Mr. Bogardus has just been “up 
against” the catalogue-house game—not as a victim, 
however, he is too wise for that, but as a spectator. 

What do you think of Jeers, Sawbuck & Co. of Chi- 
cago soliciting business from the Mount Vernon 
school board, with Mr. Bogardus as its president? I 
understand that they offered genuine oak mantels to 
the board for their new schools at next to nothing 
apiece, with varnish thrown in, and held out other 
tempting bait to the Mount Vernon people if they 
would only furnish their new school rooms on the cat- 
alogue-house plan. Up to date I believe they have 
failed to find victims in the school board, and I also 
understand that the mail-order trade in Mount Vernon 
is fast dwindling to nothingness.

I am in receipt of an interesting communication 
from a western firm of hardware dealers who write 
me as follows: 

Dear Friend: 

We have before us a copy of a catalogue issued by the 
Larkin Company of Buffalo, N. Y., on the opening page of 
which is the following announcement: 


Stoves AND Rances Free With THE Larkin Propucts. 

This catalogue contains a complete line of stoves and 
ranges offered free with the Larkin products. All are made 
by leading manufacturers, which, taken in connection with 
the fact that they are offered by the Larkin Co., is assurance 
that whichever one you select will give full satisfaction. You 
can save much money by Larkin factory-to-family dealing. 
Let us serve you. 

These Larkin people make everything from never-shrink 
soap to the neatsfoot harness oil, from snowflake crackers 
to camphorated pills, and from belladona plasters to toe and 
bunion cures, including coffees, teas, cigars and God only 
knows what else. 

As a special offer to introduce their goods they now offer 
all sizes and styles of Garland steel ranges and heaters free 
to the purchasers of said products. We presume that you 
are not aware of this, and have reason to believe that you 
can make some very spicy reading matter of it for the benefit 
of our brethren. If you are so disposed, we wish you would 
secure one of their catalogues and look it over for yourself. 


This opens up a case which I believe plainly calls 
for the intervention of the officers of the National Re- 
tail Hardware Association. It is the first case that has 
come to my notice involving the use of stoves and 
ranges as premiums and the National officers may be 
able to nip such a movement in the bud, as has been 
done in the case of other goods offered as premiums 
by large concerns like the Larkin Company and af- 
fecting other trades than the hardware trade. 

Such an innovation as this threatens the interests 
of the retailer of stoves—the hardware dealer, and 
needs the immediate attention of the hardware retail- 
ers’ official representatives in the National and also in 
the State associations. Action promptly taken by 
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them may ptove effectual in putting a stop to such 
transactions as must have taken place between the 
Larkin people and the manufacturers who supply their 
stove premiums. There is little loyalty to the retail 
trade in such a deal and I believe the trade in general 
will set the seal of its condemnation on the idea. If 
so, it may die a-bornin’. 

The stove manufacturers’ annual meetings, by the 
way, are soon to be held—in fact, they will assemble 
at the Hotel Astor, in New York, during the com- 
ing week, and it seems to me that this would afford 
an excellent opportunity for the national representa- 
tives of the retail hardware trade to meet the manu- 
facturers and bring their influence to bear to prevent 
the extension of this stove-premium idea. Such a 
step would be beneficial to the interests of the trade 
at large, and I believe the National officers could 
make the stove manufacturers see it that way.

The plant of the National Stove Company division 
of the American Stove Company at Lorain, Ohio, was 
practically destroyed by fire April 30th with a loss 
estimated at $200,000, covered by insurance.

The indications were from the be- 
ginning that the fire would be a total loss. 

The employes of the company and the firemen di- 
rected their efforts to saving the records from the 
office building, which was burned, and to saving the 
outlying buildings. Heroic efforts were made to pre- 
vent a total loss but they availed little in view of the 
fierceness of the flames. 

Between 300 and 400 men, mostly skilled mechanics, 
were thrown out of employment as a result of the fire. 
The management say that the rebuilding of the plant 
will depend on the action of the executive committee 
of the American Stove Company.

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The Lightning Rod Business 
in the Hardware Trade 





In the development of the retail hardware business 
many lines of goods have been added from time to 
time to the dealer’s stock until there are to-day nu- 
merous inquiries in every *hardware store for goods 
which a few years ago no retail hardware man would 
think of carrying. Money is made by the modern 
retailer out of these added lines, and though rules to 
cover the entire country can hardly be made, since the 
demands of one section differ from those of another, 
there are certain lines that can be recommended to 
hardware dealers all over the United States as not 
only suitable but profitable for them to carry in stock. 

In recent years many hardware dealers in the mid- 
dle west have tried the experiment of carrying a line 
of lightning rods. In some: sections this new de- 
parture has passed the experimental stage and has 
proved a great success from the standpoint of the 
dealer. Handicapped as he was at the outset of such 
an experiment by the unfortunate history of the 
lightning rod business, the hardware dealer of repu- 
tation and standing has in very many instances suc- 
ceeded in convincing his trade that it is possible to 
handle honest lightning rods in an honest way. 

Of course opinions differ even among manufacturers 
as to the advisability of making the lightning rod 
business a side line of the hardware store, but then 
opinions differ on every subject under the sun and 
unanimity on this question is hardly to be expected. 
The hardware dealers who first made a study of the 
lightning rod business and then gave it careful atten- 
tion when they undertook to handle lightning rods, 
seeing to it that they bought only honest goods and 
recommending honest workmanship in putting them 
up, are practically unanimous, however, in their state- 
ments that the business is a desirable one and that it 
pays good profits. 

What a Representative Retailer Says. 

In an address at the recent thirteenth annual con- 
vention of the Ohio Hardware Association at Colum- 
bus, Ohio, Mr. George P. Griffin of Albion, Michigan, 
a representative of- the Michigan Retail Hardware 
Dealers’ Association, made the following significant 
remarks: 

There is a condition that presents itself, gentlemen, be- 
fore the retail hardware people to-day, that we should take 
hold of, and that is the lightning rod business. A year ago 
I attended a meeting of a telephone company in a little town 
twelve miles from my city. I attended the meeting princi- 
pally to get acquainted with the farmers, and I went into 
the store in the town of a friend of mine and saw some 
lightning rods. I said, “Well, what are you selling?” He 
said, “Lightning rods,” and I gave him the laugh. Well, I 
came home and went to the Michigan Association meeting 
in August and found there dozens of hardware people who 
were selling lightning rods and making money, and I found 
out since on investgation that one firm in a town had cleaned 


up net $6,100 in the lightning rod business. 
Gentlemen, you can get good lightning rods that will 


absolutely protect the farmers’ buildings, and you are mor 
fortunate in Ohio than in any other state from the fact 
that on a building properly protected with lightning rods 
the old-line companies will give you better rates. We in- 
vestigated the lightning rod business and commenced :to sell 
them on the 11th day of January. I looked around and 
found lightning rods that I thought were good and I bought 
1,000 feet. After I bought it I found that my competitor in a 
town near me had the same thing and was selling it at such 
a price that there was practically no margin in it. Then | 
bought another one that was better, and found the same 
thing—that it was being sold in a town eighteen miles 
away. Then I investigated another one and got a county 
on it—got the western half of Jackson county and the 
eastern half of Calhoun, and I started out and divided that 
county among the farmers—got a farmer to canvass for me. 
Since the 11th day of January my profits have amounted to 
a substantial sum. 

Now the secret of the lightning rod business is to get 
one on which you have the absolute control of the territory. 
In the state of Indiana they are all taking hold of it. In 
the state of Michigan the hardware dealers will clean up 
$150,000 this year in the lightning rod business. 

This is the language, not of speculation but of 
experience, and is well worth consideration by all 
hardware dealers who have not investigated the light- 


ning rod business. 
c No Question About Protection. 

There is no longer any doubt of the fact that well- 
made lightning rods of proper material afford pro- 
tection against lightning just as surely as vaccination 
affords protection against smallpox. Indeed while 
there are many who honestly doubt that immunity 
from smallpox is secured by vaccination, few men 
can be found to-day who doubt the protective poten- 
tiality of lightning rods, and there are no doubters 
at all among those who have made a scientific study 
of the subject. 

It is therefore hardly necessary in selling lightning 
rods nowadays to begin at the beginning and expend 
time and effort in convincing the prospective pur- 
chaser that lightning rods do the work for which 
they are designed. Only the truth need be told by the 
honest dealer. He does not have to exaggerate to 
convince his customer. The sleek, slick individual 
who formerly bunkoed the farmer into buying a lot 
of worthless trash called lightning rods, and thereby 
for many years brought discredit upon the business 
and disgust to the minds of decent people, is prac- 
tically a creature of the past. The business is now 
almost wholly in the hands of responsible persons who 
handle only honestly made goods, constructed upon 
scientific principles and sold by honest methods. 

The Power of Lightning. 

It is well for the dealer in lightning conductors to 
know. something of the havoc that may be wrought by 
lightning, to be able to discuss its power and effects 
with possible customers. In fact, in this, as in every 
other business, the more he knows about the subject 
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better. An ordinary stroke of lightning, as esti- 
ated by scientists, is of 50,000 horsepower and trav- 

s at the rate of 288,000 miles a second. It is claimed 

‘hat the average electromotive force of a bolt of 

chtning is about 3,500,000 volts; the current is 

; 4,000,000 amperes and the time of discharge is about 
one 20,000th of a second. 

In such a bolt there is energy equal to 2,450,000 
volts or 3,284,182 horsepower. It must reach the 
carth by the path of least resistance and the object of 
a lightning conductor is to afford such a path. Con- 
ductors properly attached to buildings positively pro- 
tect them from injury by lightning, and there is 
abundance of scientific testimony to that effect. 

Professor Willis L. Moore, chief of the United 
States Weather Bureau, said, for instance, in his 
meteorogical report for 1901: “Few questions have 
been so thoroughly discussed from practical as well as 
theoretical standpoints, as that of the certainty of pro- 
tection afforded by properly constructed lightning 
conductors.” 

Another acknowledged authority, Mr. Richard An- 
derson, F. C. S., F. G. S., says: “It may be laid 
down as a settled fact that a well-made lightning con- 
ductor, properly placed and kept in an efficient state 
can never, under any circumstances, fail in its action.”’ 

This is stronger language than is usually used by 
scientific men and demonstrates beyond question that 
there is no longer the slightest doubt of the efficacy of 
well-made lightning rods, properly erected. 

The fire marshal of the state of Ohio, Mr. D. S. 
Creamer, of Columbus, said in a recent report that 
investigation of 500 fires in the state of Ohio reported 
to be due to lightning, proved that not one of all the 
buildings struck had a modern lightning rod, that is, 
a rod made within twenty years, since the discovery 
of electric momentum and inertia. 

Nine buildings out of the 500 investigated had 
rods, but every one of them dated back to the light- 
ning rod crusade of about thirty years ago, when the 
world had no experience in controlling large loads 
of electricity; and only one of the nine rods was prop- 
erly grounded. Fire Marshal Creamer’s conclusion is 
that buildings properly rodded, with well-made, mod- 
ern rods, are never struck or injured by lightning. 

Expert Opinions from Abroad 

Scientific commissions and individuals in the four 
most powerful countries of Europe have investigated 
the matter of protection by lightning rods at the in- 
stance of their respective governments and all the 
scientific investigators agree in the conclusion that 
the lightning rods now in common use, run from 
moist earth over the building and down to moist earth 
again, with points near the chimney and gables, 
wholly protect buildings from any ordinary stroke. 

A reasonable degree of protection against lightning 
can be secured by very simple means, and modern 
science has enabled the manufacturer of lightning 
conductors to place in the hands of those who will 
give the subject careful attention, lightning rods that 
will insure immunity from lightning strokes, if prop- 
erly applied according to the rules furnished by the 
manufacturers. 

Of course in the case of complex structures and 
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especially those in which there are complications of 
metal in and about the building, each case must be 
studied separately and calls for the attention of an 
expert lightning rod engineer. 

In a lecture before the Royal Engineers at Chat- 
ham, England, on “The Protection of Buildings from 
Lightning,” Mr. Alfred Hands said recently that 
hitherto too much importance has been attached to the 
formation and composition of- the conductor and too 
little to the fact that its efficiency depends almost en- 
tirely upon the way in which it is applied. He con- 
sidered the relative value of various metals for con- 
ductors, so far as concerned conductivity and dissipa- 
tion of energy, to be of trifling importance in com- 
parison with considerations of durability. 

Satisfactory Systems Evolved. 

Modern American methods of manufacture have 
aimed to produce a system of lightning rod protection, 
including the rods, tips, and grounding, that shall 
prove so satisfactory in use as to remove altogether 
the bad impression created by the imperfect, unscien- 
tific, poorly made, and carelessly applied lightning 
rods of the unfortunate but unforgettable past. To- 
day manufacturers can supply the trade with lightning 
rods and lightning conductor systems of proved value, 
which they can offer to their customers with perfect 
confidence. 

For the purpose of informing the hardware trade of 
the present conditions and the prospects of the light- 
ning rod business, THE AMERICAN ARTISAN recently 
addressed to reputable lightning rod manufacturers a 
series of questions covering points in the business 
which will undoubtedly interest our readers. By 
these questions it was sought to bring out the views 
of the manufacturers as to the desirability of the 
business from the hardware dealer’s standpoint, and 
the letters printed below will give the retailer who 
contemplates handling lightning rods many valuable 
points for his consideration:

6. What efforts are you making to discredit the work 
of irresponsible persons? 
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Ans.—We will absolutely decline to sell to any one tak- 
ing our goods and working a discreditable business, such as 
prevailed twenty years ago. 

7. What efforts are you making to increase the effi- 
ciency of your product? 

Ans.—We are using the best materials that can be pro- 
cured; the highest grade of pure. steel and Lake Superior 
copper. Our “Star” rods are galvanized with the best spelter 
and block tin, and will not crack or scale in bending. 

8. What percent of buildings with lightning rods on 
are burned by lightning? 

Ans.—We have never known a building that was equipped 
properly with a circuit system of lightning conductors to be 
destroyed by lightning. 

9. What in your opinion is the best material for light- 
ning rods, and how should they be constructed? 

Ans.—In our opinion, the best lightning rod manufac- 
tured is a rod not less than 3% in. in diameter, made of steel 
and galvanized and encased in sheet copper, thus giving a 
substantial body and a copper surface.

Mr. Carl Bajohr, president of the Carl Bajohr Lightning 
Rod Works, 4051-4057 Keokuk St., St. Louis, Mo., said i: 
answer to the questions asked by THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

“The percentage of buildings with lightning rods on 
burned by lightning is none whatever. There is no case 
on record in which a building properly protected was burned: 
that is, a building protected by continuous copper cable with 
platinum points and well grounded in earth. 

“In my opinion, the only material that should be used 
for lightning rods is absolutely commercially pure copper 
cable, in connection with solid bronze screw or anchor fas- 
teners, such as are specified by the United States government : 
but the main thing is to have platinum.tipped points, as «' 
other metals corrugate, oxidize or tarnish. There is no other 
metal in the market capable of collecting electricity in th: 
open air sO well as bright platinum tipped points. Platinum, 
of course, is expensive, but it is the material to use to inst 
absolute protection. The new metal, tantalum, would be bet- 
ter still, but its cost is at present prohibitive, being $269.00 
an ounce troy. It is not yet used for lightning rod tip: 
though I believe it will be. 

“T don’t believe the lightning rod business will be foun’! 
a profitable side line for hardware dealers, because hardwa: 
dealers sell the rods at a small percentage to customers wh 
are not capable of doing lightning construction work in 
scientific way. You would not give a butcher the job of r 
pairing your gold watch. The construction-and applicatio 
of lightning conductors is a trade by itself and must | 
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ned the same as any other trade. Lightning rod con- 
cction work should be done only by men in that business 

i not by any Tom, Dick or Harry. 

“The demand for lightning rods is increasing because it 

ks as if the swindling concerns of the past have been 

shed down by public action and the swindlers have been 
driven out of the business. 

“Only experts should be employed in the work of light- 
ing rod construction and only men who understand the 
hisiness thoroughly should undertake to sell lightning rods. 
in the past irresponsible agents such as tailors, shoemakers, 
etc, have been sent out to sell lightning rods without the 
slightest idea of electrical principles and without being able 
to give proper advice to the buyer: This is what caused the 
old trouble in the lightning rod business, added to the fact 
that it is only within recent years that lightning rods have 
been constructed on scientific principles. 

“The results of investigation will show that no prop- 
erly protected building will ever be damaged by lightning.”

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ANOTHER REPLY TO BROTHER JOHNSON. 
To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In reply to the inquiry of Brother E. M. Johnson, in 
your April 13th issue, asking for a pattern for a flar- 
ing oval pan of given dimensions, I am_pleased to give 
him a very simple and easily applied method. 

Nearly every tinner has a rule for the “oval pan 
pattern” which is in some respect or other different 
from the method used by nearly every other tinner. 
And yet they are all alike in this one respect, that the 
development of the body pattern is obtained by com- 
bining two sets of conic sections. 

As the pan is to be 12 inches wide and 16 inches 
long on the bottom, we will draw A B, Fig. 1, 16” 
long, bisect it-at O, and through O and at right angles 
to A B draw C D 12” long. With O as center and

radius equal to 34 the difference between the two diam- 
eters, in this case 3”, mark the points x x. With these 
points as centers describe the two circles with radius 
x Aorx B. Then with A and B alternately as centers 
mark the little arcs i iii same radius. Next measure 
the distance from point of intersection O to point 
where one of the circles crosses the major diameter, 
and set it off on the short diameter from C and D in 
towards the center O. (If we were drawing a more 
elongated oval so that the circles did not cross the 
short diameter, the distance from O to the point of 
crossing the long diameter would be transferred to ex- 
tensions of C D outside the points C and D.) These 
points marked e e’ give the correct radius for the side 
arcs. Draw the side arcs with radius e to C and e’ to 
D, which completes the bottom. 

Make the allowance for double seam outside the 
oval, here shown very much exaggerated as the cor- 
rect proportion would hardly show in so small a 
drawing. 
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Now to make patterns for the body in 4 pieces, draw 
A BC, Fig. 2, around the corner of steel square inde: 
initely, and from B towards C set off the depth of pa: 

10” from B to D. Draw D E parallel to A B an 
equal in length to the radius of the side arcs of bo: 
tom, e C and e’ D, Fig. 1. And on A B measure ou; 
from B the same distance as D E plus the desired flar. 
in this case 4 inches. In all cases make A B just th 
required flare longer than D E. And draw a straigh) 
line through A and E and continue till it intersect. 
BC atC. Then with C as center and radius C B de- 
scribe an arc from line A C across B C indefinitel,. 
and with same center and radius C D strike a parallc! 
arc through D. 

Step off or measure with a bent strip of tin, the arc 
iCiori Di, Fig. 1, and transfer the Jength to the arc 
last drawn through D, shown from F to G. Then 
draw a line from C through G, intercepting the larger 
arc at H. and F GH I will be the pattern for one side. 
except that allowance must be mad@ for the wire at 
top, locks at ends and seam at bottom. 

The end pieces are obtained in the same manner, 
only using the radius of the end circles in Fig. 1 for 
the distance D to E of Fig. 3. Then add to it the 4 
inches flare for the length of A-B and draw A C 
through E to C as described and illustrated. And with 
C as center draw the arcs F G and I H. Then meas- 
ure or step the end arc i Ai or i B i and apply it to F 
G. Draw from C through G to H, add the allowances 
as before, and the end pattern is complete. 

Cut one more of each, groove together, wire and 
form up to the shape of bottom, and if the work has 
been carefully done you will have a pan of very nearly 
accurate shape—much better than many I have seen 
made by a much longer method.

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GALESBUROG KNOCKED-DOWN SKYLIGHTS. 








The Galesburg Cornice Works of Galesburg, IIli- 
nois, are manufacturers of many styles of skylights

It travels safely 
anywhere at a low freight rate. 

The second illustration shows the metal frame of 
the skylight in four pieces, ready to be bolted together 
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1 the hips and ridge, with condensation gutters, caps 
and cleats to hold glass in place. Quarter-inch ribbed 
olass securely packed in a separate box is shipped with 
the skylight. 

In the third cut the metal frame is seen in place on 
the curb. Curbs are usually made of 2x6 wood lev- 
cled on top: and flashed up on the outside with tin or

other roofing material. The metal frame of the 
Galesburg Cornice Works’ skylights slips over the 
flashing and in ordering these skylights measurements 
should be given’on the outside of the wood curb and 
flashing.

PRESENT PRICES FOR COPPER. 








An official of the United Metals Selling Company, 
the leading metal dealers of the East, is quoted as fol- 
lows on the subject of the present prices of copper 
metal ; 

“I see nothing in the situation at the present time, 
nor do I apprehend any developments in the near 
future, calculated to reduce the price of copper. At 
the moment we aie making but few sales, but this is 
natural, as consumers are fairly well supplied for the 
time being, although they are carrying nothing like 
normal stocks of the metal. This is true of manufac- 
turers on both sides of the water. They think they 
can foresee a prospective cut in the price and are in 
consequence ordering as little as possible. 

“At the present time there is not an available vis- 
ible supply abroad of over 5,000 tons of good copper! 

“For the first tinre in the history of the copper in- 
dustry we were unable in the month of January to 
promptly keep up our deliveries. This was also true 
in February and March, and we are only now begin- 
ning to catch up. 

“Since the first of the year Europe has not taken 
from America within 18,000,000 pounds of the 
amount taken in the corresponding period a year ago. 
This does not mean that Europe is not consuming as 
much, but means thatthe foreigners believe it will 
pay to hold off a little longer. 
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“About the first of May a large accumulation of 
deferred orders will probably come inio the market 
but the buyers will have to pay full prices. 

“I see nothing in the general business situation on 
which to base expectations of a smaller demand for 
copper. There is a good deal of talk, but I notice 
business keeps up at the maximum.”

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Seasonable activity prevails in the hardware market, 
with every prospect of a continuante of the present 
strong demand for all lines of staples and specialties. 
A feeling of confidence pervades the trade and adds 
to the strength of the situation. Prices continue strong 
and the volume of business transacted in the month 
of April is reported by the jobbers to have exceeded 
that of the same month a year ago by a large margin. 

Manufacturers continue behind on orders and some 
inconvenience is experienced by merchants in secur- 
ing deliveries. The shortage of steel is a prime factor 
in the situation and transportation delays in some sec- 
tions are still causing considerable annoyance. 

Stocks of wire nails in jobbers’ hands are light and 
there is a great demand for delivery in all sections of 
the country. Mills are several weeks behind and in 
some cases will not promise delivery inside of three 
months. In cut nails, while new business is not heavy, 
specifications are of considerable volume and mills 
are still behind on orders. 

Manufacturers of barb and smooth wire are away 
behind, with little prospect of early success in catch- 
ing up on orders. 

Chicago quotations on wire nails are $2.15 in car lots 
to jobbers and $2.20 to retailers, plus 5c for less than 
carload lots. 

North and South jobbers’ reports are practically 
unanimous to the effect that conditions in the hardware 
trade were never more favorable than they are to-day. 


TIN PLATE. 

The market for tin plates continues strong under a 
heavy demand. Mills are working to their full capac- 
ity and have sufficient business on their books to keep 
them busy for months to come. Prices of raw ma- 
terial are high and mills are experiencing great diffi- 
culty in securing supplies. Premiums are easily obtain- 
able for prompt shipment. Present prices are firmly 
held at $4.09 for 100-lb. coke plates f. o. b. Pittsburgh. 
Prices f. o. b. Swansea for tin plates are 14s 1074d.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: 

“An increased number of inquiries of a Genuine charac- 
ter, a much stronger feeling regarding last half business, 
and a growing fear for sufficient supply of iron after July 
1 are the features of the week’s market. Present strength 
of the market is due mainly to inability of furnaces to 
increase their output, as has been expected confidently since 
the first of the year, and strength of the last half is owing 
to the sold-up state of the visible supply of iron for that 
period. It would seem that those who do not now begin 
to realize that there is going to be a shortage of pig iran 
during the latter part of this year are likely to be mistaken. 
They are deceiving themselves. jnto what later will probably 
prove a very serious state of‘affairs if ‘they have contracts: 
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for finished material and have not covered for pig iron. 
Each day brings report of some furnace which has with- 
drawn from the market and each time these withdrawals 
are for a longer period ahead. 

“It would be hard for conditions to be much sounder, 
and the influence of the American market has been felt 
abroad, a sharp advance on imported irons having been regis- 
tered during the week. It is reported that the stocks of 
foundry and s‘eel-making irons in Great Britain are smaller 
than at any time within three years, and that orders are com- 
ing in from America and Germany at great rate, even at 
sharply advanced figures. 

“From the South comes report of sold-up order books, 
failure to increase production as has been expected, and 
furnaces behind on orders. to a very large extent. Stocks 
oi pig iron at furnaces and on the yards of consumers 
are practically exhausted, showing conclusively that the iron 
is being consumed as fast as made. The movement of iron 
and car supply from the South is very much improved. 

“The first of May arrived with less agitation and smaller 
prospect of disturhance in labor circles than for a number 
of years past. This in itself is reassuring and an evidence 
of lack of discontent and uncertainty in many lines di- 
rectly connected with the iron trade. 

“Coke is quiet, prices are somewhat easier and there is 
an improvement in delivery. There is still considerable fur- 
nace coke offering.” 





EAU CLAIRE, WIS, AS A JOBBING CENTER.

President Johnson introduced George P. Griffin of Albion. Mich., a representative of 
the Michigan Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association. 
The following talk which was delivered by Mr. Griffin at the 13th Annual Convention of the Clio 
Hardware Association at Columbus, Ohio, was based on the Security Lightning Ro4. 

I hardly know what to speak about, but there is only one thing upon my mind at this time and that is the subject 
of profits, and I presume that never in the history of the retai] hardware business—I know in my own case—in sixteen 
years that I have been connected with the hardware business, have the conditions been as they are to-day, Well, the 
hardware people as a rule are looked upon‘as the representative business men of this country. I hardly believe that there 
are any class of dealers who are so slow to take advantage of a rising market as the hardware dealer. I know in our state 
that they seldom raise the retail price until we have sold out the stuff that we buy chcap 

Now, there i; a condition that presents itself, gentlemen, before the retail hardware people to-day, that we should 
take hold of, and that is the lightning rod business. A year agoI attended a meeting of a telephone company in a little 


I had one of the telephones in my store. I attended the meeting principally to get 
I cays, 





town twelve miles from my city. 
acquainted with the farmers, and I went in a’store in the towa of a friend of mine and saw some lightning rods. 
“Well, what are you selling?” He says, “‘Lightaing rod;,” and I gave him the laugh. Well, I came home and went to the 
Michigan Assocjation meeting in August and found there dozens of hardware people who were selling lightning rods and 
making money, and I found out since on investigation that one firm in a town had cleaned up net $6,100,00 in the light- 
ning rod business. 
Gentlemen, you can get good lightning rods that will absolately protect the farmers’ buildings, and you are more 
fo1tu> ate in Ohio than in any other state from the fact that a building properly protected with lightning rods, the old 
line companies will give you better rates. We investigated the hghtning rod business and commenced to sell them on the 
11th day of January. I looked around and found lightning rods that I thought was good and I bought one thousand feet- 
* After I bought it I found that my competitor in a town near me had the same thing and was selling it at such a — that 
there was practically no margin in it. Then I bought another one that was better, and found the same thing—that it 
was being sold in a town eighteen miles away. Then I investigated another one and got a county on it—got the weste-n 
half of Jackson County and the eastern half of Caihoun, and 1 started out and divided that county among the farmers— 
got a farmer to canvass for me. Since the 11th day of January my profits have amounted to a substantial sum. 
Now, the secret of the lightning rod business is to get one on which yout: have the absolute control of the territory 
In the state of Indiana as my friend Corey here will bear me out, they are all takinz hold of it. In the state of Michigan 
the hardware dealers will clean-up $159,000.00 this year in the lightning rod business. 
As a member of the executive committee of the Michigan Retail Hardware Association I extend to you a most 
hearty invitation to attend our convention in August, and if you come up there, gentlemen, I assure you that we will give 
you one of the best times in your life. Now, if you desire any information in regard to I'ghtning rods, I might be able to 


enlighten you. I will be glad to meet you at m3 exhibit building.
